Egypt. 

Viscount Allenby’s proclamation to the 
people of Egypt, coupled with Mr. Lloyd 
George's statement in the House of 
Commons yesterday, constitutes a very 
important change in British policy, , For 
the past two years the condition of Egypt 
has been a source of grave concern to the 
Government. After the failure of the Adly 
Pasha mission, in last December, all pre- 
tence in regard to an Imperial settlement 
was thrown to the winds and an Egyptian

Republic became the minimum demand of 
the malcontents. Mr. Lloyd George, in 
, the circumstances, has done the only wise 
‘thing. He recognises clearly that in the 
present temper of ‘the Egyptian effendis 
negotiations would be useless. The arrest 
and deportation. of Zaghlul Pasha have 
added fuel to the flames of discontent, 
and the Nationalist leaders will not hear 
off anything that falls short of complete 
and absolute independence. A unilateral 
declaration, therefore, indicated the only 
way out of an impossible situation. Lord 
Allenby, on his return from. Cairo, told 
the. home Cabinet that the existing 
condition of affairs in’ Egypt was 
intolerable. The proclamation which he 
issued jn Cairo. yesterday represents 
Britain’s final attempt. to settle the 
Egyptian question. Her terms are stated 
clearly and definitely, so that he who 
runs may read. If the Egyptians reject 
them, they will forfeit the sympathy of 
the world.

The sovereignty of the 
Egyptian people is recognised, and in the 
future they will be free to work out their 
own destinies in their own way., In the 
second place, martial law will be abolished 
as soon as an Act of Indemnity has been 
carried. The necessary legislation must 
be passed by the Egyptian Government. 
By virtue of the third clause four things 
are reserved absolutely to the dis- 
cretion of His. Majesty's Government. 
First and foremest comes the security of 
Imperial communications, which, in view 
of Egypt’s geographical position and. the 
yulnerable nature of the Suez Canal, are 
of vital importance. Then comes’ the 
defence of Egypt against “all foreign 
aggression, direct or indirect,’’ and this, 
for obvious reasons, must be left to British 
power. The third reservation isthe protec- 
tion of all foreign interests in Egypt ; and, 
finally; tltere is the Sudan. Clearly, Britain 
cannot allow any tinkering with this 
territory, As Mr. Lloyd George pointed 
out, millions of pounds of British capital 
have been. sunk in the Sudan, and its 
status must be secured. 

The Government recognises that fhe 
party which is in the saddle in Egypt 
to-day will not hail the High Com- 
missioner’s manifesto with delight. Mr. 
Lloyd George says, however, that Britain 
is quite prepared to wait. When the 
Egyptians choose to assume the responsi- 
bilities of self-government they will find 
the ‘British Government ready to meet 
them ‘in a “spirit of mutual accommoda- 
tion.” In the meanwhile the status quo 
will be maintained. The Prime Minister 
also made it very clear that Anglo- 
Egypfian relations are a matter which 
concerns Britain and Egypt alone. All 
Britain's cards have been placed upon 
the table. and there can be no further 
doubt about her intentions.

The SaiJ-Plane. 

The preblem of perfecting a motorless 
acroplane—or sail-plane, as it is called— 
is the subject of serious thought in Cer- 
many to-day. Airship manufacturers and 
others who are interested in the futute oi 
aviation have organised a competition for 
this year, in which inventors are invited 
to énter their machines for trial. A prize’ 
of 100,000 marks is offered to the com-‘ 
petitor whose sail-plane, after a con- 
tinuous fight of. forty minutes’ duration, 
is able to fly against the wind between two 
stations. one hundred metres apart, and 
continue the flight for a distance of at least 
five kilometres.

Royal pr- 
cessions were received with tremendous 
cheering. Naturally, the bride had’ ths 
greatest reception, but Queen Alexandra. 
so beloved’ of the women, came next. She 
is so seldom seen in public nowadays that 
it is not surprising that people were de- 
lighted to see her again looking so ex- 
tremely well. The King and Queen also 
were enthusiastically acclaimed. 

Excellent arrangements were made in 
the Abbey for the Press, who were able 
to’ get to and trom their seats without 
difficulty or delay. A special stand had 
been erected to accommodate representa- 
tives of newspapers all over the world, as 
well as the photographers, who were able 
to take several excellent pictures of tho 
ceremony. -A notable figure in the stand 
was Lady Diana Duff Cooper, who was 
able to look down on her father, the Duke 
of Rutland, with the Duchess sitting just 
below. Elaborate arrangements had been 
made for the transmission of copy and 
photographic plates from the building to 
Fleet street, so that the details of the 
ceremony might be available to the worl: 
at the earliest moment. Reproductions of 
the photographs appeared in the evening 
papers as early as two o'clock though 
the wedding party did not leave the Abbey 
till nearly half-past twelve. 

The first member of the Royal party 
to arrive was Lord Trematon, the nephew 
of the Queen, a boy in Eton clothes.

A plan for subsidising American mer- 
chant shipping was laid before Congress 
yesterday by President Harding. we 

It is designed to re-éstablish private 
enterprise in the merchant marine, follow- 
ing the failure of the Shipping Board 
venture which was floated by the Govern- 
ment during the war. 

Railways will be permitted to own and 
operate shipping lines. other than coast- 
wise traffic, to which they are at present 
restricted by law. Preferential rates will 
be -accorded to through consignments of 
goods which are sea-borne in American 
ships. Fifty per cent. of the immigrants 
into America are to be transported under 


the United States flag. 
Funds will be provided out of the 


Customs duties, £6,400,000 being provi- 
sionally»ear-marked for a year’s. working.

time Powers, and urged the awakening of 
that unfailing standard which is found in a 
nation’s merchant marine. . 

He detailed the war-time creation of 
America’s great tonnage, which he described 
ms an experimental venture, and then added: 
“ Having failed at such enormous cost, I: bring 
you a proposal which contemplates the return 
to private initiative and private. enterprise, in 
which we have safeguarded against the rro- 
motion of private greed, and yet do. not dis- 
courage the hope of profitable investment, 
which underlies al! successful endeavour.

At the rresent, moment there was no Egyptian 
Government which could go so far as to «m- 
mit their country to a treaty relationship with 
Great Britain of a nature to afford adequate 
safegeards in these matters, and His Majesty's 
Government had, therefore, determined to pro- 
ceed by a unilatera] declaration. In this 
course they enjoyed the whole-hearted support 
of Lord Allenby and of the British officials of 
all ranks in the service of the Egyptian Govern- 
ment, and they were confident that their action 
would he equally @ndorsed by Parliament and 
by public opinion in this country.

First—-The Protectorate was terminated, and 
Egypt was free to work ont such national in- 
stitutions as might best be suited to the aepira- 
tions of her people. 

Second—-Murtial law would be abolished as 
soon as an Act of Indemnity had been 3 
It was for the Egyptian Government to pase 
the necessary legislation, but they undertook 
to impose no obstacles provided that the final 
clause of ths Declaration was duly observed. 

Third—This final clause declared that the 
following four matters were absolutely reserved 
to the discretion of His Majesty’s Government— 
(a) The security of the communications of the 
British Empire in Egypt; (b) the defence of 
Egypt against all foreign aggression or inter- 
ference, direct or indirect; (c) the protection of 
foreign interests in Egypt and the protection 
of mimorities; (d) the Sudan. 

They were rrepared to make agreement with 
the Egyptian Government upon these matters in 
a spirit of mutual accommodation whenever a 
favourable opportunity aróse for the conclusion 
of such agreements, but until such agreements, 
satisfactory both to themselves ani the 
the Egyptian Government, were concluded the 
status quo would remain intact. The Govern- 
ment regarded the special relations between 
Britain and Egypt defined in this clause as a 
matter erage ourselves and the Govern- 
ment of Egypt. oreign Powers were not con- 
cerned, and they proposed to state this unmie- 
takably when the termination of the Pro 
tectorate was notified to them.

In future Entente nationals who have suffered 
damages, and have lodged claims with the Re- 
parations Commission, will place their orders 
direct with the German manufacturers and 
merchants, but payments will only be made 
through the Governments concerned, and these 
will, therefore, be able to control the working 
of the agreement: ' 

Under the provisional agreement, Germany 
will allow only recognised firms and merchants 
to receive orders so as to eliminate the middle- 
man element. Under the new procedure the 
German manufacturer or merchant will gener- 
ally be able to obtain the world market prices 
for ‘the goods, whereas occasionally in the 
past, especially as regards.cattle and timber, 
the prices stipulated by the Reparations Com- 
mission are alleged to have been below the 
prices obtaining in Germany. 

It is claimed that the German Government 
has lost on deliveries of cattle under Reparation 
Clauses £5,000,000. 

Goods containing over 25 per cent. of foreign 
raw materials will have to be paid for in full, 
with. certain exceptions.’ 

It ia expected that the Entente States will 
require articles which do not compete with 
their own industries.

The next name submitted was that of Mr. 
P. J. O'Hogan as Minister of Agriculture. 

Mr. James Fitzgerald (Cork) said that a Iet- 
ter which he sent to Mr. O’Hogan as Minister 
of Agriculture of Dail Eireann was lied to 
by him as Minister for Agriculture of the Pro- 
visional Government. 

Mr. O’Hogan said that he was written to with 
regard to unpurebased tenants, and was asked 
what could be done for them. at letter came 
to him at thé City Hall. The only body that 
could deal with a matter of that kind was the 
Provisional Government, He was doing every- 
thing possible to keep the two departments a 
solutely watertight, but when people wrote to 
him in connection with business that could onl 
be done by a Government having contro! ó 
legislation and taxes he answered , the ap- 
pointment having such power. 

Mr. J. Fitzgerald said that Mr. O’Hogan had 
no right to reply to him from the offices of the 
Provisional Government. 

Mr. de Valera said that they only wanted to 
eee that the policy of the majority in that 
House was in accordance with the fundamental 
fact that thet Parliament was the sovereign 
authority of the nation. It was in virtue of 
that thaí they claimed the right to be the Go- 
vernment of the nation, and they on his ade 
simply wanted to imsist om that fact~ 
that that was the sovereign assembly, and that 
any: machinery set up was simply machinery 
which naturally resulted from the policy of the 
majority. 

Mr. Kevin O'Higgins, Minister for Economics, 
said that he had received a letter from the 
Lord Mayor of Cork addressed to the Minister 
of Finance of Dail Eireann, asking that steps 
be taken to secure £2,000, for the rebuilding 
of Cork. The liability for the damage done in 
Cork was the liability of the British Govern- 
ment, and if money was made available for 
that purpose it could only be made available 
by way of payment in advance by the Britieh 
Government.

At the time of the marriage 
the testator, on his own admission to his wile, 
was, from a financial point of view, far from 
being in a flourishing state. He was then over 
forty years of age. His wife worked a reforma- 
tion both in her husband personally and in his 
affairs, which prospered so much that at the 
time of his death he had assets valued at about 
£2,000. All through the married life the de- 

was continually complaining that there 
was no issue of the marriage, and, as was al- 
leged, he was obsessed with this complaint. 
Two years before his death he made a will by 
which he left ell his property to his sister the 
plaintiff, the widow being cut out of everything, 
and the solicitor. who drew the will said that 
the testator gave as his reason for doing so that 
his wife was too masterful, and was always 
nagging at him. 
is allegation was denied by the defendant, 
who s thet she worked hard for him all 
through the years, and was only anxious to do 
the best she could for him, Her son, Hugh, had 
also helped the deceased man on the farm for 
many years without receiving any wages. It 
was stated that the d was Of a sullen, 
morose, uncommunicative disposition, and evi- 
dence was given as to many peculiarities that 
he exhibi from time to time. During the 
last year of his life he suffered from a loath- 
some disease. No nurse was obtained; his 
wife, in addition to doing all the work of the 
house and looking after the live stock, acting 
as nurse night and day. Before he died he 
told his wife that he had settled his affairs, 
that she would be first, and that no one could 
do her out of the farm. He was towards 
the end most affectionate, and diced in her arms, 
Neighbours were examined, who testified to the 
excellent way in which Mrs. Kerr kept her hus- 
band, and attended to all his affairs.
